Claims 2,5-10,12,1 5-20, 24, 28-40, and 44-46 are allowable over the prior art of 
record since the cited reference taken individually or in combination fails to particularly 
disclose the following italic limitations: 

In claims 5, 15, 33, and 38, the wherein the label stack includes a layer identifier 
associated with each label in the label stack; and including a key associated with each 
layer identifier, the key capable to acquire different values, the key permitting to 
distinguish between layers having identical layer identifiers and in combination with other 
limitations recited as specified in claims 5, 15, 33, and 38, respectively.
